The Full Story of the Fatal Encounter in 
labama. 

FARMSDALE, Ala., January 19.—Editors Con- 
stitution: I noticed in your last paper an ac- 
count of an accident in this place, which was 
not at all correct.

The Serate Committeeon Foreign Relations Report a 
Bill of Reteliation forthe Seizure of American 
Vessels by Canadian Officers—The Text 
of the Measure and the Report. 


WASHINGTON, January 19,—In the senate, 
Mr. Edmunds, from the committee on fereign 
relations, reported a bill to authorize the presi- 
dent of the United States to protect and defend 
the rights of Amcrican fishing vessels, Ameri- 
can fishermen, American trading and other 
vessels in certain cases, and for other purposes. 
He said that he had also. written report on 
the subject, which he had been directed by the 
committee to submit, together with documents, 
papers, evidence, etc. He would submit them 
a little later. The report had been all drawn 
up, considered and agreed ‘to, but he had been 


authorized to go over it again, in the sense of | 


editing it, to see that the punctuation, etc., 
vere right. He would, therefore, sabmit the 
report a little later. He gave notice that, just 
as soon as the bill and report were printed, so 
that the senators could examine them, he 
should ask the senate to take up the bill and 
proceed with it, 
liest possible day. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, from the 
comnfittee on pensions, reported back, favora- 
bly, the house bill for the relief of dependent 
parents and honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors now disabled and dependent on their 
labor for support. He gave notice that tomor- 
row morning he would ask the senate to take 
it up and consider it. 

Mr. Frye, from the committee on foreign re- 
lations, reported an amendment to be offered 
to one of the appropriation bills, appropriating 
$50,000 to take part in the international cxpo- 
sition in south Australia on June 30, 1887. 

Mr. Hampton (by request), introduced a bill 
to promote the efficiency of the civil service of 
the government by establishing a retired list. 
Referred. 

Messrs. Plumb, Teller and Walthall were 
appointed a conference committee on the bill 
for the forfeiture of the Backbone railroad 
land grants, passed yesterday. 

The presiding officer presented the response 
of the secretary of the treasury to the resolu- 
tion relative to the indebtedness of the subsi- 
dizcd Pacific railroads. Referred, without 
reeding to the judiciary committee. 

The bill authorizing the construction of an 
additional bridge over the Mississippi river at 
St. Louis was passed, after being amended so 
as to provide that this bridge shall not be 
placed nearer than two milesto the existing 
bridge, and that no future bridge should ap- 
proach nearcr than two miles to each other. 
The new bridge is tobe a high bridge with 
long spans. 

Messrs. Allison, Plumb and Gorman were 
appointed conferees on the army appropriation 
bill. 

Mr. Edmunds presented a report from the 
committee on foreign relations on the su ject 
of fisheries and it was ordered printed, It is 
very long. Its concluding paragraphs contain 
the essence both of the report and bill which 
it accompanies. They are as follows: 

In view of all that has taken place, the commit- 
tce thinks it to be the duty of the United States, in 
a firm and just way, to protect and defend the just 
and common rights of the people of the United 
States, whether fishermen or traders, or travelers, 
er all, by all such measures as may be within our 
power. The measures the committee proposes to 
this end, rests upon a principie universally recog- 
nized as right and necessary in the intercourse of 
nations and it has ofien been resorted to in one 
form or another by manv nations. If is recom- 
mended that the president of the United States be 
invested with power, and that it be made his duty 
wherever he shall be satistied that unjust, wnpfair, 
or unfriendly conduet is practiced by the British 
goverpmentin respect of our citizens and their 
property within the ports or waters of the British 


and dispuse of it on the ear-, |

Cominionsin North America, to deny to subjecis of | 


that government in British North America aud 
their property, or to any classes of them such privi 
leces in the waters andports of the United 
ftutes as he may think proper to name, 
and to suspend, in respect of such vessels or classes 
of vessels, or such property or Stitch Classes of prop- 
erty, of the subjects of such government, the right 
of entering. or being bronght within the waters 
or ports of the United States, so, that. he shall ve 
able from time to time, as each emergency may 
arise, to preserve intercourse between the United 
“tates and that government in a state of fair equal- 
itv. 

‘The committee, therefore, recommends the pas- 
sage of the bill herewithreported The committee 
also recommends thatthe papers, documents and 
maps herewith returned be printed. 

l‘ollowing is the full text of the bill: 

Be it enacted, ete., That whenever the president 
of the United States shall be satisfied that Ameri- 
can fishing vessels or American fishermen visiting 
or being in the watersor et any ports or places of 
the British dominions of North America are, or 
then lately have been denied, or abridged, in the 
enjoyment of any rights secured to them by treaty 
or Jaw, or are or lately have been unjustly vexed or 
harassed inthe enjovment of such rights or sup 
jected to unreasonabie restrictions, reguiations_or 
requirements in respect of such rights; or when 
the president of the United States shall be 
satisfied that any such fishing vessels or 
fishermen having a_ permit under the 
laws of the United States to tonch ana trade 
at any portor ports, place or places, in the British 
dominions of North America, are or then ai 
have been, denied the privilege of entering such 
port or ports, place or places in the same manner 
and under the same regulations as may exist 
therein applicable to trading vessels of the most 
favored nation, or shail be unjustly vexed or ha- 
rassed in respect thereof. or shall be prevented 
from purchasing such supplies as may there be 
lawfully sold to trading vessels of most favored 
nations, or wherever the president of the United 
States shall be satisfied that any other vessels of 
the United States, their masters or crews, so arriv- 
ing ator beingin such British waters or ports, or 
places of the Britisb @ominions of North America, 
are, ortien lately have been denied any of the 
privileges therein accorded to vessels, their 
masters or crews of the most favored 
nation, or upnjustly vexed or harassed in 
respect of same, then, and in either or all 
such cases it shall be lawful. and it shall be the 
duty of the president of the United States, in his 
discretion, by proclamation to that effect, to deny 
to vessels, their masters and crews of the British 
dominions of North Amefica, any entrance into 
the waters, ports or places, or within the United 
States, with such exceptions in regard to vessels in 
distress, stress of weather or needing supplies, as 
to the president.shall seem proper, whether sueh 
vessels shall have come directly from the said do- 
minions or such destined voyage, or by the way of 
some port or place in such destined yoyage, and 
also. if he thinks proper, to deny entry into any 
port or place of the United States of fresh fish or 
salt fish. or any product of said dominions, or other 
goods coming trom said dominion to the United 
States. 

‘The president may, in his discretion, apply such 
proclamation to any part or to all of the toregoing 
named subjects and may qualify the limit and 
repew such proclamation to any part or to all the 
foregoing named subjects, and may qualify, limit 
and renew such proclamation from time to time, as 
he may deem necessary to the full and just execu- 
tion of the purposes of this act. 
any such proclamation, or any part thereof, is 
hereby declared iNegal, and all vessels and goods 
so coming or being within the waters. ports or 
places of the United States, contrary to such 
preclamation, shall be forfeited to the United States 
and such torfeiture shall he enforeed and proceed- 
eduponin the same manner and with the same 
effect as in the case of vessels or goods whose im- 
portation or coming to or being in the waters or 
ports of the United States contrary to law, may 
now be enforced or proceeded upon. Every per- 
son who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act or such proclamation of the president made in 
pursuance hereof, shal! be deemed guilty of mis- 
demeanor, and ou conviction theréof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or by imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding two years or by 
both of said punishments in the discretion of 
eourt,

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Debate On the Conference Report Cn the 
Interstate Commerce Bili. 

WASHINGTON, January 19.—In the house, 
Mr. Biagg, of Wisconsin, from the committee 
on wilitary affairs, reported back the senate 
bill for the appointment of hospital stewards in 
the army. Referred to committee of the whole. 

No action was taken on the resolution to set 
aside a day forthe consideration of the Blair 
educational bill, and at the conclusion of the 
merning hour, the house resumed considera- 
tien of the conferencereport on the interstate 
cemmerce bill, 

Mr. Crisp gave notice that he will ask for a 
vote on the report tomorrow, after the morn- 
ing hour. 

The debate today was entirely among west- 
erm members—Messrs. Dunham, of Illinois; 
Bynum, of Indiana, and Henderson, of Iowa. 
While objecting to the long and short haul and 
pooling clauses they would vote for the bill in 
the light of experimental legislation in a very 
neecssary direction. 

Mr. Weaver, of lowa, opposed the bill. 

Mr. Guenther, of Wisconsin, and Nelson, of 
Minnesota, spoke in favor of the bill as it steod. 

Pending debate, the matter went over. 

The bill was passed authorizing the con- 
struction of abridge across the Mississippi river 
at St. Louis.

DEPA RTMENTS AND COMMITTEES. 


Comptroller Trenholm Before the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency. 

WASHINGTON, January 19.—The secretary of 
interior has decided what are known as the 
Louisiana swamp land cases, reversing the 
opinion cf the commissioner of the general land 
office. In deciding this case the secretary 
adopts the opinion of the attorney-genera!, to 
whom the case was referred, and decides that 
as to such lands as were granted to Louisiana 
bs the act ef 1849, purchasers are entitled to 
protection and the state to indemnity for such 
lands as were sold by the United States be- 
tween Maich 2, 1849, and the 28th of Septem- 
ber, 1850, but as to such as were excepted out 
of the grant of 1849 and were first granted to 
Louisiana by the act of 1850, being lands front- 
ing on rivers and creeks, bayous and water 
courses, the state is only entitled to an indem- 
nity after the passage of the act of September 
28, 1°50. 

Comptroller Trenholm today appeared be- 
fore the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency atthe request of the committee fora 
preliminaty talk with reference to the formu- 
lation of a report upon the present condition 
and future of national banks. He stated to 
the con:mittee that lie had prepared a digest of 
all suggestions that had been made, and that 
he was preparing a commentary upon those 
suggestions, comparing one with another and 
pointing out what seemed to him the practical 
a ae ge defects of cach of them. He 


‘Ee yhe said,.been unable to complete the 


work in time for the meeting today, bunt he 
read a portion of what had been prepared 
with a view to ascertaining whether the com- 
mittee desircd him to proceed on the same 
plan. Mr. Trenholm, in referring to the exist- 
ing banking system, declared. it. to be of 

reat merit and value, but he recognized the 
imyssibility of continuing its existence with- 
out suplemental iegislation, in view of the 
rapid redemption of bonds which formed the 
basis of their circulation. In this connection, he 
stated that he had received a number of letters 
from oiticers of national banks indicative of 
their intention to abandon the system, i! they 
were compelled to replace their called bonds 
with other bonds at the present high market 
prices. 

The committee requested Mr. Trenholm to 
com plete the work he had undertaken of pre- 
paring a commentary upon the various schemes 
for the continuation of the national banking 
system: so that it might be printed for the in- 
formation of congress and the country in gen-

THE RUSH FOR THE DOOR | 


SEVENTEEN PERSONS TRAMPLED 
TO DEATH IN LONDON. 


Full Details of the Panic inthe Princess Street Hall— 
Endesvors of the Manager to Allay the Excite- 
ment- The Cause of the Stampede— 
Inciderts of the Catastrophe, 


LonpDon, January 19.—Dead bodies were 


found in the lobby of the hall in Princess | 


street where the panic occurred last night dur- 


ing the progress of a benefit entertainment | 


given by a Jewish society. They were all tern, 
crushed and disfigured. Twelve were women, 
three boys, one+gir! and one man, The re- 
mains were almost unrecognizable. Eye-wit- 
nesses say that the way strong men who got 
uppermost in the struggle at the doer crushed 
and trampled on those who fell down in the 
conflict was indiscribably ruthless and bruta}— 
although, of course, not willful, it being the 
supreme care of “every one for himself.” 


The hall is a favorite resort for the Jews of | 


that part of London. Entertainments have 
been given there every night fora long time 
past. Last evening the place was crowded. 
The manager of the Hebrew Dramitic clab, 
which was giving the entertainment, was on 
the stage when the panic began. He per- 
ccived at once thatthere was no good reason 
for it, and did all in his power to allay the ex- 
citcment, and to ailurd all possible facilities for 
the exit of the people. The hall has a num- 
ber of entrances, and he had themall thrown 
wide open, and called on the people, when 
they would not remain, to divide and use all 
the docrways. But they paid no attention te 
him, The whole crowd, as if with im- 
pulse, made for the main entrance. 

The bodies were found at the bottom of the 
stone stairs leadingtothe gallery. Herea 
tcrrible struggle took place between the front 
crowd rushing from the main floor and leaders 
ofthe throng which rushed down from the 
gallery stairs. Thedead lay mostly in two 
opposing rows: the feet of each row close to 
those of the other, one row of heads lying 
toward the gallery stairway, the other towards 
the opposite side of the hall: The faces of the 
dead were distorted with an agonized express- 
ion. The clothes were completely torn from 
the bodies of some of the victims. 

A man named Harris Goldberg says he went 
to the gallery of the hall, accompanied by his 
wife and family. The play was a melodrama 
called “The Spanish Gypsy Girl.” During the 
performance some boys, in order to obtain a 
better view of the stage, climbed upon an ex- 
posed gas pipe fixed along the wall, This 
strained the pipe and started a leak. Gold. 
berg placed his handkerchief over the leak, and 
some one shotted: ‘Turn off the meter.” 
This shout was raised simultancously with a 
cry of alarm from one of the actors on the 
stage. Then the people in the gallery rose and 
rushed headlong down the stairs. Goldberg's 
wife was torn away from him and trampled 
to death. His {six-year-old son jumped from 
the heads of the packed mass and escaped by 
running overthem. The managers are not to 
blame for the disaster. The passage from the 
hall to the stxeet entrance is ten feet wide 
where the struggle ocourred, and the doors 
swing both ways. There are several minor 
exits from the gallery. three beside the stair- 
case. The disaster arose, not from crowding 
the passage, but from the frantic efforts of the 
peopie in the gallery to force their way down 
the crowded stairs. Menand women in front 
were driven headlong into the passage, where 
they met the excited occupants of the pit. and

The Foundry Building In Flames--A Narrow 
Eseape. 


Arnens, Ga., January 19. —-{Special.]—Thi s 
morning, about one o ‘clock, a fire Sroxe out in 
the engine room of the Athens foundry. It 
was discovered by a fireman on the Georgia 
railroad, who gave the alarm. The night was 
bitter cold, but the department rallied to work, 
and did excellent service. In the meantime, 
the fre bad made rapid headway, and was 
sweeping through the building. It had caught 
in the engine room and burned upward, had 

aught the pattern room over the machine de- 
partme nt, where it found abundant fuel to feed 
upon. Even when the firemen reached 
the scene of conflagration, it was dangerous to 
enter the building, for the floor overhead was 
ablave and the shafting was heavy pieces of 
iron, liable to fall at any time. ‘The progress 
of the fire was stopped, however, with a loss of 
£5,000, when it might have been =359,000. The 
loss is covered by insurance. 

A large force is now at work on the foundry, 
and it will be running by Saturday or Monday. 
This is one of the largest institutions in Geor- 
gia, aud supplies jobbers in Atlanta and Au- 
gusta. 1 rhe emus have cleaned ont several of 
the rooms and the upper floors must be rebuilt. 
Mr. Eberhart, the pattern maker, lost all oi 
his tools.

Resolved, That the state of Georg gia has lost one 
of her mcst eminent an a _uset ul citizens, the ju- 
didatweof the country @ ereat judge, and the 
country a patriot of di sin iguisned virtues and de- 
voted attachment to its best interests. 

Resoived, That as a m ark of respect for the 
memory of the lamented chief justice that this 
court bé requested to -_ “ad these resolutions on 
the minutes of the eourt, an d that a copy be for 
warded to his family. 

THE RESOLUTIONS SECONDED. 

Hen. DuPont Guerry, United States district 
attorney, seconded the resolutions in a few 
g1ac eful and feeling sentences 

“May it please your honor,’ he said, “I am 
certai inly in most hearty sympathy with the 
sentiments expressed in the brief but full reso- 
lutions reported by the committee. In my 
humble judgment Chief Justice James Ja 
son was one of t the very best citizens of the re- 
public, and his private life was ‘without spot 
or blemish.’ 

“In point of learning, ability and purity he 
was of the highest type of our American jadi- 
cial character. While his devotion to personal 
friendships was unseliish, his sympathies for

Mr. R. G. Erwin followed, appropriately re- 
ferring, especialiv to the great pleasore it gave 
to the Savannah bar to argue a case before the 
late chief justice.

JUDGE SPEER's TRIBUTE. 

Judge Speer received the -resolutions and 
directed them to be placed upon the minutes 
and a copy forwarded to the family of the late 
chief justice. Judge Speer said: 

“The late chief justice of Georgia Was a man 
of exceptional ability, of conspicusus useful- 
ness, and in character far more rounded and 
complete than any of those who win their way 
to such prominence as his in the .history of 
their times. He had not, perhaps, in his 
judicial deliverance : the uniform and attract- 
ive clognence of Lum} pkin, nor the sirprising 
felicity and ease of ¥ nor ths broad- 
reaching, semi political and statesman-like 
sagacity of Brown, nor the austere sententi 
ness Of Warner, tut the record of hits labors 
affords abundant evidence of his trues talent, 
his great common-sense, his unfisgging indus- 
try, and constitutes a most valuable chupter in 
the jurisprudence - the countr=. 

AN ABLE JURIST. 

t is not alwapath e most learned lawyer who 
is the useful and efficient judge. There are 
judges the vast amplitude of whose acquire- 
ments overlay and encumber their powers of 
Giscrimination, when the ability to discrimi- 
nate is the most generally useful faculty in the 
judicial mind. The power to assimilate knowl- 
edge is as useful tothe mind as that to assimi- 
late food to the body. Sidney Smith said of his 
friend, the brilliant Horner, when he found 
him environed by partially digests d volume 
‘Horner is a sort of literary tiger surro mdex 
by the remains he cannot devour,’ This is on 
inapplicable to certain students of the litera- 
ture of jurisprudence. 

“The ability te comprehend the case in hand 
to see all of its bearings, to see its justice, to 
distingui sh that ease from other decided cases 
that look like it: to reach the true and the 
right conclusion in the precise contention at 
bar, and the resolution to enforce it: these I 
estecm to be the qualities of the useful judge, 
and these qualities were completely possessed 
by the late chief Nor were they 
passive qualities; they were always exerted. 

A MORAL MAN, 

“It is true, as said since his death, by Judge 
Bieckley, ‘bis was a warm wind? nt its 
warmth became a radiant and burning glow 
when it considered . offenses involving moral 
turpitude, or that large class of offenses which 
tend to weaken the morality of the people and 
to debauch the principles of youth. The gamb- 
ler, the keeper of a gaming or other vicious 
establishment, the proprietor of the tippling 
house cpenon the Sabbath, the purveyor of 
liquors to miners, the retailer without license, 
these et id omne genus, found in Judge Jack- 
son @ mortal foe, and the cood he accomplished 
by sternly setting his face against such crimes, 
is inealevlable. and remain to bless his 
people long after his hallowed dust has com- 
mingled with the ashes of his histogic ancestry 
in the borom of the state he loved so well. 

“Chief Justice Jackson had the greatness of 
mind to be tolerant of a differgnee be tween 
himself and others on questions of publie poli- 
cy. Conservative, libcral, sagacious, he was of 
truly inestimable value to the judicature of 
the federal and state courtsin their mutu: rity 
dependent, and yet independent, relations. 
Quam fluctus diversi quam mare conjuncti. 

BELOVED BY HIS FRIENDS, 

“No man was more tenderly beloved by 
friends, and the affection he awakened was 
enduring. Many years had passed since he 
was judge of the superior courts 
and member of congress in the 
famous congressional district where I passed 
much of my boyhood ani yonnzer manhood. 
His vocation in life had taken him to another 
parteof the state, and yet how affectionately 
and bow admiringly have I heard the old men 
mention his namein association with his great 
friend and relative, Howell Cobb, and praise 
his virtues of head and heart. These will re- 
mainan imperishable memory to those who 
live after him undimmed by the ‘flight of time 
and the rolling series of yeirs,’ and his friends 
may say with the Latin bard: “He has reared 
more enduring than brass anil 
loftier than ki ugly summits of the pyramids.

The career of Colonel Grant 
huly remarkable one, both from 
point of view and aiso on account of the oTe it 
good Which, in a: uiet and unostentatious way, 
be has managed to seatter with lavish hand 
among his tellow men for more than fifty 
years. He built whoily, or in part, almost all 
the pr ‘ominent railreads in the neighborhood, 
apd there are more persons W ho owe him ben- 
efits bestowed at thei r necd than will ever be 
known.to the public. He took almost no part 
Though at one time he repre- 
sented W alton «ou nty in the state senate, 
lending his party in their contest against the 
whigs by seventy voices when elected m 1556, 
and his title of colonel was bestowed upon 
bim on account of his having served as anaide 
on the staff of (iovernor Howell Cobb. 

(elonel Grant wasthe descendant of a line 
of prospefous business men, though he 
bly achi vee to much higher affluence than 
avy of the Grants who preceded him. tlis 
great-grand ifather, Daniel Grant, and his 
grandfather, Thomas Grant, came from Vir- 
ginia to Wilkes county, Ga., and tnere built 
the first Methodist church ever erected in 
(ieorgia.

In Greene county John I. (rrant, 
of this sketch; was born on the 15th ot Decem- 
her 1813; from. whicir it will be seen that at the 
time of his death he had reached the age ‘of 
seventy-three. passing bis seventy-third birth 
day only ashort while ago. He was seut to 
college by his father. and graduated from th 
University of Georgia in the same class with 
Judge Greshaw, of Macon. who is probably iris 
only surviving classmate. 

HIS BUSINESS CAREER. 

After - his gr: du ation, young (rant begun 
business life on his father’s plantation in Greene, 
but only remained engaged there one year, 
when he abandoned planting and turned his 
attention to the business which held his atten- 
tion for life and made his large fortune. He 
began taking contracts for the building of the 
railroads then springing up iu the country, and 
the number he was engaged on first and last 
would make a long and interesting list. His 
first contract was on the Athens branch of the 
Georgia railroad, running from that city to 
Union Point. He also contracted for the 
building of a part of the main line for the same 
company. After completing that work he 
his foree to the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, and, finishing there, in tura to 
the Atlanta and West Point, the Vicksburg 
and Shreveport, Southern Pacific, the New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern, and 
other well known railways iu the southern 
country. He still owned at the time of his 
death a 10,000 acre tract of land in Texas 
Which had come to him in payment 
from the Southern Pacific contract. 
In many of these enterprises, 
especially in the western contracts, he was 

j ined by his brother, James L., Grant and by 
Colonel L. P. Grant, of this city, who were his 
partners before the war. 

HIS MARRIAGE, 

Early in his life, at about the age of 22, he 
Was married to « sister of the late Chief Justice 
Jackson, Miss Martha Cobb Jackson, a grand- 
daughter of Governor James Jackson. of Yazoo 
fraud fame. The marriage took place in Ath- 
f Mrs.’ Grant’s uncle, John 
4.¢ ‘obb, who was also a grandfather of Colonel 
J, .¥ Glenn. 

During the war, owing to the unsettled state 
ef the country, Colonel Grant did not pursue 
the business to which he had been accustomed, 
but began immediately after. It was about 
this time he removed to Atlanta, which city 
bas since remained his home.

HIS ILLNESS AND CHARACTER, 

The illness that carried away this upright 
ard useful man, while it was sudden in its la¢t 
elect, had broken his health and even threat- 
encd his life for sometime. The paralysis of 
which be died was not his first stroke but a 
repetition of former attacks. For years he his 
been quite feeble and during the last several 
montbs it bas been impossible for hiyn to 
write, though he dictated to an amanuensis 
c onstantly and with perfect clearness, his mind 
having never suffered from his wretched 
health. The physician in attendance expect >»d 
no immediate catastrophe but was vot unpre- 
pared for news of sudden death, which he 
thought probable, might visit his patient at 
any time. 

Colonel Grant's character, was regarded by 
his friends, as one of the most beantifal they 
ever knew. Though admired and regarded by 
all persons who came in contact with him, he 
was intimate with very few. He was essen- 
tially a quiet man. The spirit of quiet per 
vaded his whole character. in his 
busihess, in social intercourse, and above 
all, in his charities there was quiet—always 
quiet. Probably the warmest friend of his 
whole life was his brother-in-law, the late chief 
justice, perhaps because the two were alone 
worthy of each other. The death of that dear 
friend seemed to weigh very heavily upon 
him and broke him down with grief, the 
first time he had ever been Known to be so 
completely overcome. He said he had hoped 
that Judge Jackson might survive him. [It 
had long been a fancy of his to have his broth. 
er-in-law officiate at his funeral. 

The quiet element of his character already 
referred to amounted to secrecy where his 
charities, which were very many, were con- 
cerned. His favorite chapter in the Bible was 
Ist Corinthians, xiii., with its teachings con- 
cerping charity. Onthe spirit of this part of 
tbe Scripture his character appeared to be 
large!y formed, and his right hand was not al- 
lowed to know what was given by his left. 
Hlis charities were bestowed not recklessly, 
hut always where most necded and always 
freely and without noise. He has been known 
to give $1,000 to the debt off a 
negro church. A colored educational insti- 
tution at Augusta received equal bounty from 
him, but would not mention these goodl deeds 
to any one, not even his own family, and it 
was oply by accident that any intimation of 
these matters reached the hearer. Indeed. he 
would grow angry iif these acts were men- 
tioned to hinn, appearing to consider them = ab- 
improper subjects of conversation, 
such as he could not but shrink from. He 
has cducated many persons, white and black 
male and female, unknown to his own house 
hold, whe only learn from the motiths of the 
hence ticiaries the extent of their obligation to 
him. The tullextentofhis good work will 
probably never be known, owing to this pecu- 
liar characteristic. Almost his last act was one 
which illustrated his liberality and friendship. 
lt was the signing of a check for the payment 
of the funeral expenses of his late beloved 
fried and relative, which he insisted on pay- 
ing, regarding it a sweet: privilege to be al- 
lowed to doso. Thoroughness in whatever he 
undertook was also one of his = ¢ehir- 
acteristics, but leading traits 
as FOR: arded by his {ri ends were justice, merey 
and aiipibe.

AT AN HOUR WHEN HE WAS NOT 
EXPECTED. 


B, R. Hawes,a Well Kunewn Locomotive Eagineer, 
Reactes Homein Time to Make Himself For- 
ever Unhappy —A Terrible Struggle With 
M.J, Kane—Mr. Kane Severely Hurt. 


One of the most sensational cases that has 
evcr been ventilated in Atlanta courts had its 
inception at 145 West Hunter street yesterday 
morning about 4 o'clock. 

‘The parties to the afiairare R. R. 
his wife and Mike J, Kane, 

Mr. Hawes is a locomotive engineer. widely 
and favorably known in Atlanta, For several 
years he has been a married man and today, 
besides being the husband of a handsome woman 
of twenty-seven years, is the father of three 
children. Mr. Hawesis now running on the 
West Point road, and on Tuesday afternoon 
mounted his engine at the union passenger 
depot for his regular trip to Montgomery. Soon 
after leaving Atlanta Mr. Hawes began to feel 
ill, and wishing himself at home, thought of 
the unpleasant night away from his wife and 
children. As his engine rolled on the 
bad feeling became worse, and just 
before reaching West Point ne decided to turn 
back if possible. At West Point his train met 
an up freight. and afterexplaming that he was 
sick, Mr. Hawes induced the engineer of the 
freight to make a change with him. The en- 
gineer on the freight train,  wililing 
to accommodate Mr. Hawes, took charge 
of the passenger train while Mr. Hawes got 
upon the engine drawing the freight and 
started on his homeward trip. The freight 
train moved slow! y and reached Atlanta about 
two o'clock yesterday morning. Mr. [lawes 
made out his report after reaching 
the city, and with au aching 
head, turned his face towards home. Soon 
after 5 o’clock he reached home and kuocked 
upon the door. ‘There was no response to the 
summons, and then Mr. Hawes repeated it with 
greater force. ‘till no one came to the door, 
and wonderivg at his wife’s failure to answer, 
he sought a window in bis bedroom and gave 
ita vigorous shake. This, too, failed to arouse 
anyone, and then, not knowing what to think 
went to a parlor window and, pushing his hand 
through a broken slat he knew was on the 
blind, removed the catch and opened the blind. 
He then hoisted the window and crawled 
into the parlor. From the parlor he went into 
Mis wife’s room, and by the dimly burning 
light saw her lying upon the bed sound asteep. 
Not caring to arouse her he pulled off his coat, 
intending to retire, when he found that he was 
not alone in the rvom. At first Mr. Hawes did 
net know what to think, but in an instant the 
truth flashed across his mind, and in a few sec- 
onds screams, curses aud a general disturbance 
aroused people in the neighborhood. Some 
belated pedestrians heard the noise, ang has- 
tening to the locality observed a man dressed 
in white, bareheaded and barefooted, leap the 
fence and dash down the street at a rapid rate 
Just as the flying figure struck the sidewalk 
theclear report ofa pistol rang out, and a 
second later Mr. Huwes was seen standing in 
his front deor, pistol in hand. 
The disturbance attracted the attention of 
Captain Moon and patrohmen who soon se- 
cured a statement from Mr. Hawes. ‘The gen- 
tleman’s statement was a sensational one and 
resulted in the arrest of Mrs. Hawes and 
Mike Kane. Mrs. Hawes was still at her hus- 
band’s house when the officers. called 
for her, and was conducted to police headquar- 
ters. Seon after she reached the prison other 
members o1 the force came in with Kane, and 
cases were hooked against each. Later, how- 
ever, they were released upon bond to appear

JONES CASE. 


Immense Crowd fn Attenda-co—Was Gray a Violent, 
Overbearing Man?-Did H» Threaten to Kill 
Jones?—The Trial Rea hingaa Interest- 
iig Stage in is Proceedings, 


The case of the state against R. L. Jones 
charged with the murder of Frank If. Gray, 
was resumed yesterday morning at ? o'clock in 
the superivr court. The court room was 
thronged with spectators allday. The public 
interest in the trial seems to be inereasing as it 
progresses. The defendant occupied the same 
seat he satin the day before, and his wife, with 
baby in arms, sata short distanceaway. The 
prisoner at the bar watched all the proceedings 
with the keenest interest, but his deportment 
was as decorous a3 possible. He did not show 
in his countenance over confidence; neither 
did heanything conceive of fear or misgiv.ngs 
astto the result. Frequently during the exami- 
nation of witnesses he would whisper sugges- 
tions to his counsel. The brother of the de- 
ceased, who is one of the counsel for the 
prosecution, likewise watched the course 
of the case with the most unflaggiog iateres.§ 
The defendant's attorney produced a numer 
of witnesses to establish the facts which they 
promised to prove as the ground-work of the 
defense. Their purpose was to prove, first 
that the deceased was a bad, violent, dan zer- 
ous man; and second, that he had made re- 
peated threats to kill the defendant, who had 
been apprised of these threats and warned to be 
on his guard. These witnesses were subjected 
toa most rigid cross-examination, and some 
pretty liyely passages-at-arms occurred be- 
tween the solicitor-general and the leading 
attorneys for the defendant. The case has 
reached an exceedingly interesting stage, and 
its further progress will elicit a great deal of 
popular attention.
